President Bonilla of Honduras
Fled From the Field.

Sudden Stop In Thaw Trial—Wreckers
Derailed Train:— Gambler Killed
Prosecuting Attorney—S8earch For
Kidnaped Boy — Channel Tunnel
Project Dead.

President Manuel Bonllla of Hon-
duris hus fled from the battlefield
and the Central American war has
pructically ended, sccording to cable
dispatches recelved in Washington by
the Nicarngnan minister, Mr. Corea
The full of the Honduran caplital,
Tegoelgalpa, Is predicted by the Nie-
nragunn secretary of forelgn affairs,
Mr, Gamez,

The cablegram [(rom the secretary
of forelgn affalrs follows:

"“Choluteci taken., Sulvadorean and
Honduran combined armies defeated.
President Bonilla hidden in San Lor
enzo with 200 men, Bent steamers to
cupture them. Tegucigalpan will be
taken tomorrow."

When shown the dispateh announc-
ing thot President Bonilln had fled
from Honduras by boat, Minister
Cored expressed the opinion that the
fugitive president would go to Salva-
dott and recruit his army for a second
attnek on Nicaragon unless the United
Sintes nnd Mexico exercised their
good offices to the extent of insisting
thut Salvador snd Guatemala malin-
tudn nentralliy,

If this is done, Mr, Corea says, the
war s ended; otherwise he 18 fArmly
convineed that it will be only a ques-
tlon of & short thme until hostilities
are agnin resnmed.

The government is without farther
advices concerning the capture of
Choluteen, which is expected short-
Iy, Cholutees 18 one of the most
gtrongly fortified towns of Honduras.
It I8 on the Cholutecp river, about
three miles from the gulf of Fonseca,

Wreckers Derailed Train.

A committee of the Pennsylvania
redlroad which has been Investigating
the cause of the derailment of the Chi-
cago limited Friday at Stewart, Pa.
nenr Plttaburg, after taking testimony
of the train crew and the crews which
passed the poiut of deraNment pres
vious to the aceldent authorized the
following statement:

“The wreck wos caused by some
person or persons removing the bolt
and tieplntes joining two ralls and
turning one of them inward so as to
throw the train off the track. The
work was evidently that of one with
knowledge of tracks and signals, as
the ‘bond wire' which completes the
electric signal clrenlt was  carefully
kept intaet, thereby causing the sig-
nals to show ‘safe’ Instead of ‘dan-
ger' as they wonld have shown had
this eontaet bheen broken.

“The tools found near the scene of
the necldent were such as are ueeqd In
laying track but were not the stand-
ard tools used by the Pennsyivania
Rallrond company, nor were they the
property of the company. The plice
selected (o the derallment seems to
have heen chosen with a view of
throwing the train off the track and at
the same time gunrding, ns Inr as pos-
sible, agninst the logs of life, as the
point where the train ran off the track
i% one of the few on the Plithsburg di-
vision where there {s no embankment
over which the train could plunge.”

Thig represents an inorease of
76,000,000 or 45 per cent during the
decade 1896 to 1906, More than 00
per cent of the last year's exports
went to the Unlted Kingdom. Even
this large pereentage, howoever, is less
than that of o decade ago, when Grent
Britain took over 70 per gent of Amer-
fcan exports. Of the 250,000,000
worth of meats, dalry products and
food anlmals possing out of the Unit-
o States last vear £40,000,000 was in
live animals, &58.000,000 worth in
tnrd, $36,000,000 in bacon, $25.000,000
in fresh beal, $21,000,000 in hams, $18,-
000,000 in oleomurgnrine, $14,000,000
in pork other than bocon and hams,
$4.500,000 In butter and $2,500,000 In
clieese.

‘Wiil Immediately Cross the Al-
gerian Frontier,

champ and Indemnity For Family.

Paris, March 26.—The Moroccan sit-
wation, which hus been forced into the
background for a year past by acute
internal problems, has been hrought
W the front by the assassination o
Morocco City of Dr. Mauchamp, o
French subjeet, and a lively debate
Is anticipated in the chamber of depu-
ties today.

Members of the chamber from the
department of Ssone et oire, where
Dr. Mauchamp lived, will interpellniz
the government, One of them, M.
Fernand Dubief, Radical Socialist, s
In possession of & number of letters
from the doetor in whieh he complains
bitterly of his abandonment by the
French authorities, giving Instances
of their slackness and inuctivity. It
is expected that extracts from these
letters will be read.

Furthermore, the Soclalists are
able to seize this opportunity to at-
tack the government in retaliation for
thelr recent defeat In the matter of
the strike by the electricians of Paris=.

The ministry 18 fully alive to the
importance of the situation and is
ready to ofter a full explanation to the
chamber.

The decision of the cabinet to s=nd
French troops to occupy Oudja, In
Moroceo, wis unanimous. The neci-
pation of this point will be continued
until full satisfaction has heen ac
corded.

The French demands [nclude the
punishment of the murderer of Dir,
Mauchamp, indemnity for the family
of the victim, and the appropriation
of & large sum for the foundation of a
charitable institutlon in Morocco In
memory of Dr. Mauchamp

The decislon means that trooos
will immediately cross the Algerian
frontier from Tlemsen, where consid-
erable forees of all arms are &to-
tioned. The action wns taken in or
der to compel a4 Moorish responte to
the repeated demands of France for
the repression of disorder and repara-
tion for ahuses of power, crimes nnd
asganlts affecting French clitizens res-
ident In Moroceo,

The Morocean government has per-
sistently refused tb execute the agrec-
ments concluded with France in 1901
and 1902 and has absolutely fznored
the French government's representla-
tions.

Willlam Thaw
and her two daughters, the Countess
of Yarmouth and Mrs, George L. Car-
negle, arrived together and BEdward
Thaw appeared soon therealter

There wos n long wait for Justice
Fitzgerald, who did not arrive until
after 1 o'clock In the ufternoon, By
this time, the women memberg of the
Thaw family had become tired out and
had returned to their hotels. When
the judge finally took his place on the
bench he merely waont through the
formality of huving the court sesslon
adjourned until Wednesday morning
at 10:30 o'eloek, the hour set lust Fii-
davy for the jury to make ils reappent
ance in the case,

Justice Fitzgerald made no an-
nouncement whitever o the attorneys
and they vouchsafed none. The cere-
monies in court occupled less than
two minutes,

Justice Fitzgerald is not expected (o
make his decislion known until court
assembles on Wednesday morning. I
he decides w appoint o commission he
will prabably first excuse the jurors
indefinitely, informing them that they
will be duly notified when thelr pres
ence {5 again degired. Then after the
Jury retires he will formally announce
the appointment of 4 commission., If
the judge deecldes not to appoint a
commission he may make no other an-
nouncement than to direet that the
trial proceed.
